CHAPTER 203

AN ACT to create 94.39 (3) and to repeal 94.74 of the statutes, relating to the labeling
and sale of agricultural and vegetable seeds.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in semate and assembly, do enact as
follows :

SecrioN 1. 94.39 (3) of the statutes is created to read:

94.39 (3) For agricultural or vegetable seed which bears or contains any economic
poison as defined by s. 94.67 (1):

(a) The common name (if available) and the technical name of the substance used
in treating the seed.

(b) A warning statement if the seed is unfit for feed or food.

(e) The manufacturer’s recommended treatment in case of poisoning.

SecTION 2. 94.74 of the statutes is repealed.
